I KNOW a man, who, as a boy, lived for a 

while in Mexico. Too young to excite the 

prejudices of the people among whom he was 

living, but old enough to form valid judg- 

ments, he lived—not with the charming, cul- 

tivated classes of that misunderstood country 
but with illiterate Indians.

> IN A SENSE, THIS MAN had the opportunity to 
apply the experimental method of science to 
the study of an alien people. We're often told, 


nowadays, that we have had too much of 


science; that it’s driving us straight down the 
road to destruction. Perhaps it is, but certain- 
lv not in the field of human relations. 

’ The method of science is: Before dogmatiz- 
ing, first find out the facts. Is it a fact that the 


Japanese are an intrinsically stupid people, 


capable ot clever copying, but without capac- 
itv for ney thought? Ask any California 
educator! Let him produce his grade sheets, 
while he tells of the work of Ogura in naviga- 
tion, of Noguchi in medical research, or of 
that unknown Japanese who discovered the 
method of the calculus centuries before New- 
ton and Leibnitz were born. Is it a fact that 


Jews are crooks, that the Pope is anti-Christ, 


that the Protestant Church is the ally of the 
devil and the apostle of anarchy in morals? 
Is it a fact that Negroes are stupid, irrespon- 
sible children, interested only in merriment? 


> Ie THESE QUESTIONS are shocking, that is 
more reason to face the fact that each of them 
is being asked and answered affirmatively to- 
day in many dark corners of private discus- 
sion. They are being answered without first 
discovering the facts; answered emotionally 
on the basis of the ancient savage assumption 
that he who differs is a potential enemy. 
The world has become too small for this sort 
of thing to be endured longer. The world, 
alas, grew up that way; but if we are to sur- 
vive, it will have to reform; and that reform 
must begin with the individual, with the 


family, in the home. For today the world is 
like a family into whose membership all sorts 
of strange people have been suddenly and 
permanently introduced. If that were done in 
your own family, wouldn't you try to make 
the best of it, to discover virtues in these 
strangers, and, if possible, to enlist their 
loyalty? Of course you would. We as citizens 


of a jostling world can do no less. 


> SCIENCE TELLS Us that people everywhere, 
under the surface of custom, are fundamen- 
tally much alike. Everywhere, some are good, 
some bad, and the great majority are in the 
middle, just as they are in the family. They 
are weak, just as we ourselves are. They are 
kind, as we preter to be. T hey are the prey of 
evil impulses, as are we all. They are sheep 
following leaders who make them do things 
they couldn’t bring themselves to do singly. 

Why must the world become a family? 
Simply because there is no other way out. 
It’s as simple as that. Most of us have listened 
to scientists who worked on the atomic bomb. 
They are appalled. They are pleading for a 
revolution; not one of guns and _ barricades, 
but an ethical revolution. Force, they tell us, 
may no longer be the arbiter of destiny. If 
it’s used once more, in all its present appalling 
power, civilization will disappear. More, it’s 
possible that the earth may become unin- 
habitable in all its most fruitful parts. 

They wish it were all undone, but that 
can’t be. They see but one great shining hope: 
That fear and practical necessity may bring 
to practical application the truth that every 
great moralist through the ages has preached 
in futility—that men are brothers. At last, 
they hope, Cain may be answered. 
® We DON'T EXPECT perfection in the family. 
Somebody is always getting into trouble, and 
policemen are found in our streets. Sometimes 
ve hurt those who love us, with an irration- 
ally fiendish impulse to do or to say the thing 
that will cause the most pain.

In this new, tiny world, we must expect sim- 
ilar things among nations; but they must 
never again be allowed to disrupt our unity. 
If one of a family insists on sowing his solitary 
patch of wild oats, the rest are seldom able to 
stop him. But they maintain the family, and 
when the prodigal returns, as he usually does, 
he finds a welcome.

c IRNER arrangement of chests, bookcases, or storage 


units may make the best use of your floor space.

| air conditioning is here. It’s 


no longer a dream, but something you 
should consider when remodeling or build- 
ing, just as you do indoor plumbing and 
central heating. 

Complete air conditioning should con- 
trol temperature, humidity, air cleanli- 
ness, and air movement all 12 months of 
the year. But to provide that type of con- 
trol, the system must be an integral part of 
house construction; space for it must be 
planned when your house is remodeled or 
built, even though you don’t install the 
equipment immediately. 

Air conditioning has gone a long way 
since its first introduction years ago. Now 
there are nearly as many types of air con- 
ditioners as there are heating devices, from 
portables for a single room to units built 
into homes to provide, automatically, cool- 
ness in summer, warmth in winter. 

Present-day conditioners offer you not 
only cleaned air—but cleaned air sent at 
different temperatures to various parts of 
the house. With zoning controls, you can 
maintain one temperature in one part of 
the house, another elsewhere.

Wiaat could be more fun than picking fruit from your 
own trees? Flavor-filled fruit that’s not been picked while 
still hard so it will ship well, but perfect fruit that’s ripened 
on your trees getting sweeter and sweeter. 

What could be more satisfactory than growing summer, 
fall, and winter apples this way? And your choice of pears? 

Plant dwarf trees, and you can have all this fun. Big-juicy 
apples and pears on little trees you can fit into half a dozen 
spots without trouble. Plant several varieties of dwarf apples 
instead of one standard-size tree, and you get—not every 
second year more apples than you can use, but each year 
family-size crops and a variety ripening over several months. 

It’s amazing, but the apples and pears grown on these 
modern dwarf trees are just as large and fine in every way 
as the same varieties produced on standard orchard trees. 

The size of the dwarf trees now offered commercially is 
controlled in two ways. The wanted variety of apple or 
pear is grafted on a root which limits the size of the top. 
For pears, this is usually quince roots. Or, for all areas with 
wind and rigorous winters, there’s a new race of dwarf 
apple trees grown with strong roots and a potent section 
of the hardy Clark dwarfing understock set into the trunk. 


Three good places 


to plant dwarf trees 


As frame for doorway. Well-shaped dwarf apple trees can suc- 
cessfully rival the finest flowering shrubs. To keep them balanced 
and symmetrical, and to increase the crop, cut back long shoots 
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Both methods produce early-bearing trees—a few vari- 
eties will give you some fruit their second year. 

Another plus—you pick your fruit without a ladder! 

No perfect fruit is grown today without the trees being 
sprayed or dusted to control pests and diseases. But with 
these dwarf trees you can take all these necessary precau- 
tions using the same sprayer or duster you use for your roses 
or vegetables. All-purpose combinations containing both in- 
secticides and fungicides are being developed to make this 
protective program still easier. 


Care needed for dwarf apple trees. Trees not on an under- 
stock with strong brace roots, such as the Virginia Crab has, 
will have to be firmly staked to avoid upset by wind when 
loaded with fruit. 

All dwarfs need an annual pruning and feeding to keep 
them at peak performance. This pruning is nothing that 
cannot be done with a pair of good hand pruners. It con- 
sists of removing the brushy center growth and heading 
back all branches a fourth to a third. This is best done in 
late winter. Nipping back extra-long shoots twice during 
the summer is also beneficial. [ Turn to page 219

That, I think, was high blood pressure 
as most of us viewed it on that glum bus 
ride. 

At the time it simply never occurred 
to me that I was seeing the other side of 
the picture every morning when I walked 
past Daddy ‘Traynor’s little acreage. 
You'd see him swinging a scythe—not 
furiously, but effectively 
leisurely posthole or trimming his grape- 


or digging a 


vines. Yes, Daddy has a blood pressure 
reading higher than normal. But I am 
sure he has never gone into a tailspin cf 
worry that it will shorten his life. Daddy 
was 86 last December. 

Which of these cases is “‘true high 
blood pressure’? Both of them. High 
blood pressure can mean many different 
things as far as life expectancy or way of 
living is concerned. Let’s clear up these 
meanings and take some of the scariness 
out of them. Rare cases of high blood 
pressure can be caused by tumors and 
other unusual conditions, but in 9 out of 
10 cases no specific cause can be deter- 
mined. In medical language, the nine 
have “‘essential hypertension,’ and since 
hypertension means the same as high 
blood pressure, let’s use the more famil- 
iar term. 


How commonis high blood pressure? 


Everybody has blood pressure. If yours 
is consistently higher than normal, you 
have high blood pressure. However, even 
if your blood pressure is generally nor- 
mal, it shoots up when you get excited or 
angry. Your blood pressure varies from 
day to day, and even during the day. 

It’s generally agreed that anywhere 
from 25 to 40 percent of people past 40 
have high blood pressure. Chances are a 
little less than even that you will have it 
by the time ‘you reach the age when life 
begins. But raw statistics do not distin- 
guish between kinds of high blood 
pressure. The so-called malignant variety 
advances swiftly, is associated with grave 
damage to vital organs, and is thoroughly 
vicious. But less than 5 percent of persons who 
have high blood pressure have the malignant 
type. The chances are 20 to 1 that if you do 
develop high blood pressure it will be the 
common kind which allows you to live an 
essentially normal life to practically your 
full life expectancy, or even beyond, 


What causes high blood pressure? 


The basic cause or causes are com- 
pletely unknown, but the mechanism is 
better understood. Your arteries with 
their elastic walls divide into smaller and 
smaller branches as they get farther away 
from the heart. The tiniest branches of all 
are the arterioles, barely visible to the 
naked eye. When for unknown reasons 
these tiny pipes get into a chronic state of 
constriction, your heart has to pump 
harder and increase its pressure to push 
blood through. 

Hardening of the arteries is not the 
same thing as high blood pressure. Hard- 
ening and thickening of a few large 
arteries, especially the aorta leading from 
the heart, can cause the heart to pump 
harder and yet rest at normal pressure 
during the time between beats. Many per- 
sons with hardening of the arteries have 


normal blood pressures. 


Who gets high blood pressure? 

Doctors generally agree that more than 
half their hypertensive patients have 
blood relatives with similar histories. Per- 
haps what is inherited is an over-respon- 
sive circulatory system and its sensitive 
nerve-control mechanism. 

More women than men have high 
blood pressure, but it doesn’t seem to 
bother them as much. Perhaps they aren’t 
so battered by the job of making a living. 
Fear, anger, worry, and ambition are 
often linked with high blood pressure— 
emotions that may give a man drive, 
make him accept heavy responsibilities, 
lead him to burn his candle at both ends 
so he doesn’t know the meaning of tak- 


ing it easy. [ Turn to page 214

I can’t tell you how to plan your garage.

I can give you 
some suggestions, though, that can keep 
you from ending up like my 19 unhappy 
friends. Start off by asking yourself and 
your family some questions. 


1. Do we really want a garage? 
Maybe you don’t, particularly if you live 


in a warm Climate. 


Today’s cars don’t 
really need shelter except in very severe 
weather. So how about a carport? 

A carport is essentially a garage without 
walls. It affords protection from rain but 
not from cold. One of the newest examples

Longer life tor your home motors 


Keep them clean and lubricated, inspect them regular- 


ly. That’s how to avoid high repair bills By Ken Murray 


DD. ) YOU take care of the small 


tors in your home? Or do you let 
em run until they break down, 
en have costly repair jobs done? 

Chere are three basic rules for care 
f home Inotors: 

1) Keep them clean. 

2) Keep them lubricated. 

3) Inspect them regularly, so you 
spot trouble before it grows. 
How often should you inspect mo- 
rs? Motors receiving only periodic 

as on a vacuum cleaner or a 
ixer, need a complete annual in- 


twic 


an or 


spection. Motors of electric fans, 
heating units, and refrigerators (ex- 
cept those sealed at the factory) can 
benefit from partial inspection once 
a month while in use, with a full in- 
spection every year. 

Watch any fixed motor’s surround- 
ings. Clean up trash that might fall 
into moving parts. 

Most of the tips given here apply 
to small motors generally. As you 
check any motor, run through the en- 
tire group of photographs and disre- 
gard points which may not apply.

Cleaning of home motors is essential; this is what 
happens in a neglected refrigerator. Dust almost 
clogs ventilating ducts. This cuts efficiency, and 
dust drawn inside the motor will cause rapid wear 


Oiling of small motors, as in this mixer, should be done at regular intervals 
with just one drop of oil in each oil hole (left). Don't squirt the oil from a 
can; use a medicine dropper. Inspect carbon brushes (arrow, right) which 
supply current to a revolving part. They gradually wear down. Usualiy there 
are two plugs, one on each side, which you can unscrew to inspect brushes. 
When a brush wears down near the spring, have serviceman put in new brushes

If fan blades are difficult to 
turn by hand, a bearing prob- 
ably needs oil. Also check to 
see if gears in oscillating 
mechanism are jammed; the 
gearbox cover (right) usually 
is easy to take off. Add gear 
grease recommended by the

Check to see if there is up-and- 
down or side play of motor 
shaft. If there is, it may indi- 
cate worn bearings which need 
replacing.

Follow these rules for certain success

‘hi [ERE’S a good reason for the amazing popularity of the 
\frican-violet or saintpaulia. It gives you a wealth of deli- 
cate bloom over a long period, it doesn’t need a sunny 
window, and it gives you a wide choice of varieties whose 
colors range from plum red through purple to blue, pink, 
ind white. 

3est of all, it’s easy to grow. Follow these simple rules and 
you'll be assured of beautiful bloom. 


Watering. Contrary to what you might have heard, water 
doesn’t hurt an African-violet, although co/d water or any- 
hing else cold can cause brown leaf spots. Use water at 
room temperature and you'll have no trouble even if you 
water from the top. Another good method is to set the entire 
pot into a pan containing an inch or two of water until 

oisture has seeped up to the surface. Water when the soil 
surface feels dry, but don’t keep it’ soggy. 


Feeding. Your violet won’t need much feeding if it is potted 
good soil. But during and after a period of heavy bloom- 
ing it will appreciate about a level teaspoonful of complete 


plant food dissolved in a quart of water every two weeks or 


so. If you add soil or repot, use a soil rich in humus such as 
the kind you find in an undisturbed spot under a hedge. Or 
mix equal parts of sand, compost, and heavy, rich black soil 
—or buy potting mixture from your nurseryman. 


Light. Your plant needs good light but doesn’t like direct 
sunlight. A north or east window is best; in a south window 
shade from strong sun rays. 


Temperature. Room temperature, about 72 degrees, is just 
right. Below 60 degrees may harm plant. Avoid chilly drafts. 


Handling. The leaves are brittle, so treat them gently. 
Don’t let leaves touch cold glass because cold causes brown 
spots. Pick off faded flowers and seed pods. 


Cleaning. The fuzzy leaves catch dust, but you can remove 
it by brushing gently with a soft pastry brush or a baby’s 
hairbrush as you support the leaf underneath with your 
finger tips. A careful syringing in your kitchen sink with 
water at room temperature every two weeks or so will also 
keep leaves clean.

You can grow new African- 
violets by plant division. 
Here's a plant which has 
spread out into several crowns 
and is ripe for division. Work 
a knife down carefully be- 
tween main plant and side 
crown; dig out the extra 
crowns. If roots are too tangled, 
you may have to remove plant 
from pot and carefully work 
the crowns apart with your 
fingers. Then repot in good soil 


There's no trick to getting a 
new violet from a leaf. One 
method is to put the stem in 
water. A good idea for sup- 
porting the leaf is to stick it 
through a hole punched in 
waxed paper stretched over a 
glass of water as shown. Roots 
will appear in 2 to 4 weeks 
Then transplant into sandy soil 
until leaves appear; transplant 
a final time to potting soil 


Or you can start African-vio- 
let leaves in sand, vermiculite, 
or soil. Poke a hole in the soil 
with a pencil, set the leaf stem 
about 1 inch deep. Put a leaf 
into an individual pot or put 
several leaves into a big pot. 
The important thing is to keep 
the soil moist but not soggy 


There'll come a day when a 
leaf cutting will look like this. 
The parent leaf can be cut off 
near the soil surface, while the 
baby plant should be repotted 
into proper soil. If the parent 
leaf is of a choice variety, and 
if some stem remains, you can 
root the leaf all over again

Fixing loose chair legs 


The next time you fix a loose leg 
or rung of a chair, use this method 
to make your repair permanent. 

First, make a saw cut about 1 
inch deep in the dowel end of each 
loose leg or rung. Then whittle a 
thin hardwood wedge for each slit 
The tapered end should slip freely 
into the saw cut, and the butt end 
should be about 1 inch = thick.

built-in garage without any doors or any enclosing walls. 

There are three advantages to this kind of car shelter. 
(a) It is cheaper than a garage; (b) it doesn’t shut off light 
or air; and, (c) it can’t become a catchall. But now you're 
faced with another question. 


2. How much attention should we pay to weather? 


If your winters are snowy and blowy, the answer is a lot. 
Maybe you know the direction of winter winds where you’re 
going to build. If not, go over the site with a future neighbor. 
Ask where the bad storms come from and how deep the 
snowdrilts are 

The northwest corner is iikely to be bad because of drift- 
ing. Eastern and southern exposures are usually better. 
Dhey may even be protected enough to eliminate snow as an 
objection to a carport. But you may still have to contend 
with cold. If your car sits in a parking lot all day, keeping it 
out all night won't harm it any more. But the more protec- 
tion you give your car, the better it will run in cold weather. 
But weather, too, is only one consideration. Before deciding 
on a type of car shelter, ask your family: 


3. What do we want to store besides the car? 


If vour children are grown and you aren’t interested in 
outdoor activities, perhaps your answer can be, Nothing.” 
Otherwise. vou’d better ask yourself where you're going to 
stow vour lawn mower, your hose, wheelbarrow, and other 
garden equipment; screens and storm windows: bicycles, 
fishing poles, sports equipment; paint cans and scraps of 
lumber; lawn and porch furniture. 

Maybe you can afford plenty of storage space in the house 
itself. But chances are that someday you'll want space in the 
garage to put things because that’s the most convenient 
place for them. 

Here’s an example. The shelves in the children’s room are 
overflowing with tovs. The built-in cabinets in the living 
room are bursting with magazines. What are you going to 
do? Maybe you will have the strength to tote them to base- 
ment or attic (if you have a basement or attic), or the will 
power to give them away. But most of the 20 people I talked 
to either pack them into the garage along with everything 
else. or wish their garage were big enough so they could. 

Your garage doesn’t have to be cluttered, but it probably 
is. One of my friends never fails to stumble over a shovel 
that has fallen to the floor. And another arrived home the 
other evening to find his garage taken over by a litter of 
cocker spaniels. This, of course, was an act of God, but if 
you didn’t have a garage, where would you put the rascals? 

A really working garage may have shelves for magazines,

A side or rear entrance may improve the looks of your 
house, but the driveway will eat into lawn, garden, and 
play space. But maybe you're like a guy I know who has 
only two faults to find with his place: too much grass to cut, 
and not enough turn-around room at the end of his drive- 
way. He corrected both by adding concrete. 

Here are some other entrance considerations: 

The approach. A 15-percent grade gives even an expert 
driver trouble. And the combination of a curve and a grade 
can become a perpetual exasperation. Even a slight curve 
can be annoying at night or in snowy weather. Then it in- 
vites you to slip over the edge of the drive and squash ruts in 
your lawn. 

How about guests and tradesmen? An ideal solution is to 
pl ace the drive so it’s near both front and kitchen doors. In 
one of the country’s best-planned communities, Radburn, 
New Jersey, garages are just off the kitchen door, with 
“motor entrance” a few feet up along the side of the house.

What's good about your garage...andwhat’s bad 


One builder has met the problem 
by placing the driveway and door 
at a 45-degree angle to the street, 
and providing a short apron near 
the street end. Drive and apron 
look like an L set on its point, with 
the stem leading straight into the 
garage. You can easily back onto 
the apron from the garage, then 
face traffic headfirst 

Whatever else you do, flare the 
street end of the driveway so you 
don’t have to cut corners or swing 
wide when you enter or leave. 


Size. How you use your car 
shelter will determine how big it 
will be, but there are minimums 
which dictate how small it can be. 
A one-car garage must be at least 
9 feet wide. You can get in and out 
of a wide new car more easily if 
you make your garage at least 10 
feet wide. For a two-car garage, 17 
feet is a minimum; 19 to 20 feet is 
better. Length of any garage or 
carport should be at least 20 feet. 

These sizes are just for space to 
keep your car. If you want space 
for other things, remember that 
sometimes you'll be using that 
space while the car is in the garage 
foo much space is far better than 
too little. 

As for me, I'd like to go along 
with one of my 20 friends, the only 
one W ho expressed any interest in a 
carport. ‘“That’s just what I aim to 
have,” he said. **A carport along- 
side the house. Out back, though, 
where the barn used to be, I aim to 
have a garage, too.”

A weather-proof barbecue 


my garden barbecue in a spot with littl:

Hr: is one of the best barbecue shelters we have 


seen. It was included as part of the Peter Henderson & 
Co. exhibit at the International Flower Show in New 
York last vear, and will do everything vou want and 
more too. You'll find it just as effective in a shady spot as 
a sunny one because it provides not only sun shade but 
also shelter against rain and protection from wind on 
three sides 

Che simple construction is fairly well explained by the 
picture. Lumber used was entirely butt-nailed 2x4’s 
with the exception of the 1-inch boards used as part of 
the roof. The roof boards, of course, need roofing paper 
or other covering to make them rainproof. Use linseed 
oil, paint, or other preservative to protect the wood 
against weather 

The forward-extending eave or visor of the roof is 


covered with flexible glass substitute tacked on. It lets 


light through, but protects against glare and rain. The roof 


needs a pitch or slant; otherwise rain will cause the glass 
substitute to sag slightly so that water collects in little 
pockets instead of running off. 


Heavy canvas roll curtains at the side can be let 
down to protect against wind or slanting rain from two 
directions. The barbecue protects the third side Be sure 
to use mildew-proof curtains. 

You'll find other ideas in this shelter. On the left side 
a counter for food preparation and serving has been 
constructed. On the opposite side a very convenient 
bench has been built against the wall. 

Your own ingenuity will suggest many variations such 
as training vines on the sides or fitting the shelter to your 
own barbecue in special ways. You don’t have to wait 
for dry spring weather to go to work; much of the shelter 
can be constructed indoors so that all you have to do 
when good weather comes is set it up.

Proper soil is the crux of blue- 
berry growing. It must be fertile 
and moist, but well drained. It must 
also be somewhat acid, of the same 
tvpe that will grow rhododendrons 
and similar sour-soil plants. If your 
own soil isn’t acid, you can fix it 
up by digging in peat, sawdust 
hardwood is best), or oak leaves. 
A quartofaluminumsulfate worked 
into the soil for each 50 feet of 
hedge will make the soil acid in a 
hurry until the sawdust 
starts breaking down

Raspberries 

Raspberries, both blacks and 
reds, make a brambly hedge that 
children and even dogs find it hard 
to crawl through. Plant them in 
any fertile, well-drained soil in 
good sun—reds about 2 feet apart, 
blacks 30 to 36 inches—and cut 
canes to 6 inches after planting. 
Mulch, especially in winter. 

Remember that red raspberries 
spread vigorously from root suckers 
and must be kept within bounds. 
For something new in reds, plant 
Indian Summer variety, which 
bears one crop in June and July, 
and a second one from mid-Sep- 
tember until frost. 

Raspberry canes, both reds and 
blacks, grow up one year, bear the 
next, and then die. Remove canes 
after bearing. An exception is In- 
dian Summer, where the same canes 
bear in fall and again the next sum- 
mer. So don’t remove them until 
after the summer fruiting. 
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Prune black raspberries as above. In early spring before growth begins, 
cut side branches back 4 to 14 inches depending on their size and 
vigor, and remove weak canes to the ground. By end of May new 
shoots will be reaching hedge height (24 inches). Nip off top 3 inches 
as each cane reaches 27 inches to force strong side branch growth 











For red raspberries, remove all weak canes and winterkilled wood in 
early spring. Top off canes to hedge height (see below). Remove excess 
strong canes so that there are only three or four to every running foot of 
hedge. During summer, only pruning is to pull up all young canes which 
are shooting up from suckers outside the 12- to 14-inch hedge width 








Black raspberry hedges won't need any support if you keep them 
pruned back to 24 inches as recommended. Neither will reds pruned to 
3'/ feet. For a higher hedge and somewhat heavier yield of reds, prune 
at 5 feet and provide support about 3 feet from ground. Pictured is an 
inconspicuous support with wire. Bushes hide posts and crosspieces

Two corner joints. Not as strong as a true 
lapped joint, but stronger than a butted 
joint, is the simple rabbet joint pictured 
at the top, left. Its big advantage is that 
you can cut it quickly with a handsaw, 
skipping work with a chisel 

Below is a mitered joint reinforced with 
a corner block held by screws. If you use 
a corner block, make sure the grain of the 
wood runs in the direction shown. Other- 
wise the block will split under pressure 








Two metal fasteners. A joint subject to little strain may be fastened in a 
hurry with corrugated fasteners (used on a miter joint, left, and on a 
butted joint, center). To draw the two members together into a tight 
fit, make sure that the middle section of each fastener straddles the 
joint. Drive the fasteners home with light hammer taps. Scotch fasteners 
(pictured at the right) are also easy to apply and quite strong. Both 
corrugated and Scotch fasteners draw a joint together as they are driven 


Bolts and hinges. Bolts are useful for hold- 
ing portable structures to be taken apart 
frequently. Drill a hole the size of the bolt 
through both members, and use a washer 
under the nut to protect the wood. Adda 
lock washer to prevent the nut from com- 
ing loose if there is much vibration. 

In the background is a steel hinge with 
a loose pin. It can be used to fasten 
boards that must be taken apart and re- 
assembled quickly. It takes only a mo- 
ment to remove pin, disconnect members

Heavy, all-weather tratlic on a path rules out grass, 
tanbark, pine needles, cinders, and gravel, also unmor- 
tared brick or stone for areas where snow can be expected. 
Blacktop, conerete, and mortared bricks and stones are 
better in cold climates. 

If your path is merely part of your garden design, or is 
likely to be used only in the garden months, a choice from 
the first list usually will prove best. These materials blend 
into a garden setting best, both in color and texture.

How to feed 


Nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash are most important ele- 


ments in feeding roses. Supply these in form of a balanced 
plant food or special rose food. Place out from stem, over root 
tips. When plants have been in place 3 weeks, give each a 
handful (about 1 cup) of food and water thoroughly at once 





How to water and protect 


Roses need a good watering once a week in spring and sum- 
mer. Apply water at soil level, without splattering. Hold 
tip of sprayer or duster near soil when spraying or dusting. 
To kill disease spores and pests, coat leaves lightly every 
10 days with combined Fermate, sulfur, DDT, and rotenone
